Plague-infected rats have been reported found at Hongkong as 
follows: During the week ended December 30, 1916, out of 1,974 rats 
examined, 2 were found plague infected; during the week ended 
January 6, 1917, out of 2,103 rats examined, 1 was found plague 
infected. 

INDIA. 

Cholera — Calcutta. 

An increase in the prevalence, of cholera at Calcutta was noted dur- 
ing the last week in November and the month of December, 1916. 
From October 15 to November 25, 43 fatal cases of cholera were 
notified and from November 26 to December 30, 98 fatal cases. A 
sudden rise in mortality was observed during the week ended Decem- 
ber 23, 1916, and a considerable degree of diffusion during the week 
ended December 30, 1916, 15 wards of the city having reported the 
occurrence of cases as compared with 9 reporting during the preced- 
ing week. No cholera infection was reported in the port or shipping.
